What Kind of Unemployment Insurance? 


By THurston TAYLOR

EW issues before the American people today are more important, more 

generally discussed, and less clearly understood than the question of unem- 

ployment insurance. The United States Congress is expected to pass the 
Wagner-Lewis bill for unemployment and other forms of social insurance ; this 
will not end the discussion, but rather intensify it, because the Wagner-Lewis bill 
does not set up a Federal unemployment insurance program, but only calls upon 
the states to pass their own laws, which may vary within wide limits. There will 
therefore be a real need, as state legislatures and commissions swing into action, 
for informing socially-minded people throughout the country about the prob- 
lems of unemployment insurance. Librarians are interested not only in their 
professional capacity, as guides to the nation’s readers, but also as professional 
workers, not wholly unacquainted with the reality of unemployment and eco- 
nomic insecurity. 

More important than a mere knowledge of up-to-date books and articles, whicli 
may be out of date tomorrow, is an insight into the political and social forces 
behind them. The stream of publication will continue, perhaps increase; the 
facts will change with bewildering rapidity but the interest groups which inspire 
most of the printed material will change more slowly. 

There are first of all the highly conservative groups which still oppose or 
regard very coldly unemployment insurance of any kind. The librarian will recog 
nize frank and open opposition with no difficulty ; but there is a large amount oi 
material, avowedly sympathetic with the aims of unemployment insurance, ani 
apparently scientific in method, which nevertheless stresses the shortcomings oi 
the insurance principle at every opportunity, and in general leaves the reader with 
the feeling that these are impractical plans which cannot do much good and may 
do a great deal of harm. Such, for example, is H. H. Wolfenden’s Unemploy- 
ment funds (Macmillan, 1934. $2.50) written by an actuary and sponsored by 
an organization of private insurance executives. Similar is the pamphlet b) 
James D. Craig (also an actuary) Js unemployment insurance feasible and prac 
ticable? a paper read before the Savings Bank Division of the American Bankers 
Association , and the series of pamphlets issued by the Metropolitan Life In 
surance Company under the title “Monographs on Social Insurance.” Most of 
them are analyses of foreign experience, and, while very useful for the informa 
tion they contain, they are, after all, presented by a necessarily biased group. 


I 


The first group of positive advocates is represented by the American Associa- 
tion for Labor Legislation (J. B. Andrews, Secretary, 131 East 23d St., N. Y., 
publishers of the American Labor Legislation Review) and it has advocated the 
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so-called “American method” of unemployment reserves, with the expressed 
hope of saving capitalism by forcing it to plan. 

The basic idea in this program is that unemployment can be avoided by careful 
planning. In order to induce employers to plan, it is proposed to require them to 
keep up a reserve fund which will be used in paying benefits to their own unem- 
ployed workers. If, as a result of bad planning, there is much unemployment, the 
employer will have to continue his contributions; if he succeeds in stabilizing 
cinployment, his reserve fund will not be used up and he will be permitted to 
stop contributing to it after it reaches a certain size. The only unemployment 
insurance law so far passed by a State legislature—that of Wisconsin—embodies 
this idea. Roger S. Hoar’s Wisconsin unemployment insurance (South Milwau- 
kee, Wis., Stuart Press, 1934. $4.50) explains the plan in great detail. Another 
survey of the Wisconsin scheme is J. B. Ewing’s Job insurance (Univ. of Okla. 
Press, 1933. $2.50). The Wisconsin law is favorably compared with European 
practice and other American proposals. Shorter statements will be found in the 
American Labor Legislation Review, especially the number for March 1932, 
which contains articles by Professor John R. Commons, the originator of the 
idea, and by Paul Raushenbush and A. J. Altmeyer (22:8-22, March 1932). 
There are also the radio addresses of the National Advisory Council on Radio 
in Education, printed as pamphlets by the University of Chicago: one by Pro- 
fessor Commons himself, Unemployment insurance (Univ. of Chic. Press, April 
9, 1932. Economics Ser. No. 24, 15c) and the similarly titled addresses of W. T. 
Foster and Elizabeth Brandeis (Univ. of Chic. Press, April 25, 1933. Govern- 
ment Ser. 3, No. 17, 15c). 

It is interesting to note that many employers’ organizations are favoring this 
type of “unemployment reserves.” Its advantages from their viewpoint are that 
it puts control pretty well in the hands of the employer; and it protects him by 
limiting the liability of the fund, not guaranteeing benefits to the worker unless 
there is money left with which to pay them. For these reasons contributions 
from the workers cannot be insisted upon; the fund is called a reserve, not an 
insurance fund. An excellent statement of this attitude of industry is to be 
found in the pamphlet distributed by the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States, Providing reserves against unemployment, a manual of information and 
procedure for code authorities and trade associations, June, 1934. 


II 


The middle ground in this struggle is occupied by the liberals organized in the 
American Association for Social Security (Abraham Epstein, Executive Secre- 
tary, 22 East 17th St., N. Y.) which publishes the bulletin, Social Security. This 
group has carried on a vigorous fight for its program, which alone of the three 
here discussed is entitled, strictly, to the term insurance ; nor have they hesitated 
to attack the more moderate proposal, variously called the American or Wisconsin 
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plan, for unemployment reserves. They deny that a penalty, even a heavy penalty, 
can induce industry to stabilize employment, because industry under capitalism 
cannot possibly stabilize employment ; periodic depressions with widespread un 
employment are inevitable. To meet the resulting needs of the unemployed, con- 
tributions to an insurance fund must be paid, by the employer, of course, also by 
the worker, and even by the state. Control must be vested in bodies not dom- 
inated by employers, and benefits, whatever they are, must be guaranteed. Abra- 
ham Epstein’s Jnsecurity, a challenge to America (Smith and Haas, 1933. $4), 
states the case for this conception of unemployment insurance; it combines a 
wealth of factual and statistical material on all forms of social insurance, cover- 
ing Europe as well as the United States, with clear and interesting writing 
perhaps the best single book on the subject now available. A more detailed 
examination of the philosophy of the various programs, economic, political, and 
social, written for the general reader, will be found in I. M. Rubinow’s Ouest 
for security (Holt, 1934. $3.50). Finally, Paul H. Douglas has furnished a very 
careful survey of the administrative details of an unemployment insurance scheme 
of this type in his Standards of unemployment insurance (Univ. of Chic. Press, 
1933. $3). This, until it is superseded, should be required reading for all local 
administrative officers and legislative committees concerned with the subject. 
The best short article written from this point of view is W. N. Leiserson’s 
explanation of the Ohio bill which failed to pass in 1933—“‘Ohio’s Answer to 
Unemployment” in the Survey (68 :643-647, Dec. 1932). 

The Wagner-Lewis bill as introduced into Congress seems designed to leave 
open for the states the choice between these two kinds of insurance, or one of 
the innumerable possible compromises between the two. It will be easier to pass 
a noncommittal bill; it will also be useful, say its sponsors, to study the experi- 
ence of different states working out different programs. 


Ill 


There is finally that group for whose supposed benefit all this discussion goes 
on—the workers themselves, employed and unemployed. On the whole the) 
have been uninterested in the controversy raging between the advocates of re- 
serves and those of insurance. Only in 1932 did the American Federation of 
Labor leadership reverse its traditional attitude of opposition to unemployment 
insurance. Even now the Federation does not campaign actively in favor of any 
positive program. The mass of workers, many of whom have been unemployed 
for years, are not impressed with benefits available only to those who lose their 
jobs after six months of employment; nor with benefits running for only twenty) 
weeks, more or less. The fact that they are not required to contribute to the 
reserve fund does not decrease their suspicion of the uses to which such a fund 
might be put by their employers. 

Some of the workers however have brought forward a new conception o/ 
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unemployment insurance, radically different from both the two preceding, and 
this is beginning to arouse enthusiastic support in widening circles. It is embodied 
in the Workers’ Unemployment and Social Insurance Bill (in the present Con- 
eress, H. R. 2827). Simply, this conception is that what must be insured is the 
continuity of income of the working class as a whole. Like the liberal advocates 
of insurance, they argue that cyclic unemployment is an unavoidable characteristic 
of capitalist society ; but they go further and argue that a large, and perhaps for 
some time a steadily increasing, army of unemployed is not an occasional but a 
permanent characteristic of our society. It is futile, they say, to apply a remedy 
based on the idea of cyclic depressions to a situation which is chronic. If from 
twenty to thirty per cent of the workers of the nation are to be permanently 
unemployed, it is absurd to propose an insurance scheme based on contributions 
totalling three or even five or ten per cent of pay rolls. Something approaching 
average wages should be paid, and for the whole period of unemployment ; 
income and profits must pay the bill, which, it is admitted, will be staggering. 

There is no large body of writing on this proposal. It has begun as a mass 
movement of people, and is only now developing its theoretical basis, chiefly 
through the writing of Mary Van Kleeck, Director of Industrial Research of the 
Russell Sage Foundation. Her articles in the New Republic (81:121-124. Dec. 
12, 1934), and in the New Masses (14:26-34. Jan. 1, 1935) are the best material 
so far available. Additional material will be published in the Unemployment 
Insurance Review, a periodical of which three numbers (Nos. 1 and 2, 5c. ; no. 3, 
15c.) have been issued so far by the National Action Committee for Unemploy- 
ment and Social Insurance (799 Broadway, N. Y.). The third number contains a 
new article by Miss Van Kleeck and reports of the National Congress for Unem- 
ployment Insurance, held in Washington, January 5-7, 1935. This committee will 
also issue pamphlets and other material in furthering its program of arousing 
wide popular support for the Workers’ Bill. As a part of this mass movement 
there has been formed also the Interprofessional Association for Social Insur- 
ance (130 East 22d Street, N. Y.) which issues a Bulletin (10c per copy) and 
pamphlets stressing particularly the part of professional workers in the work 
for social and unemployment insurance. 


IV 


The sources of material so far mentioned are all frankly partisan. It is indeed 
difficult to find within any single publication a fair treatment of all three view- 
points. The volume in the “Reference Shelf Series,” Compulsory unemployment 
insurance (Wilson, 1931. 90c. Vol. 7, No. 6) does justice to the negative, and 
to the positive arguments in a general way, but it ignores what has come to be 
of primary importance since it was published—the technical problems involved 
in the choice between the various proposals. The Annals of the American acad- 
emy of political and social science, symposium on “Social Insurance” (170, 
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November, 1933) is more up-to-date in this respect, but it ignores completely the 
third point of view. A series of five articles in the New Republic, by the leading 
authorities in the field, covers the three favorable viewpoints excellently : “Secu- 
rity for Americans; symposium,” New-Republic (81:37-39; 64-66; 94-97: 
121-124; 160-163. Nov. 21—-Dec. 19, 1934). Particularly useful for small 
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libraries, if they can be obtained free, are the hearings on the various legislative 
proposals which have been or will be held before the Congressional committees to 
which they are referred. Hearings were held in the last Congress on H. R. 7598 
(the Workers’ Bill) and on H. R. 7659 (the Wagner-Lewis Bill) ; hearings will 
be held and published on the same measures as revised and re-introduced in the 
present Congress. Libraries should apply for them promptly.
